TOO MANY COOKS 
By HOWARD FLIEGER 
People talk about “Big Government” as being a key 
issue in this year’s campaign. But it really isn’t. 
The reason it isn’t is that it takes two sides to make an 
issue, and all presidential aspirants — including the 
incumbent — are against big government. It is almost 
impossible to find anyone these days who argues that 
Americans are not bothered with too much bureaucracy. 
So: No issue. 
The real irritant probably is not only the size of of­ 
ficialdom but the increasing tendency to poke into 
everybody’s business and thus try to fix all the rules for 
our total conduct. 
That’s what gets the dander up. 
We are witnessing an explosive growth in Government 
regulation. It is estimated that there are now nearly 
75,000 Government employes engaged in promulgating 
and enforcing orders. The direct expense to taxpayers of 
supporting this machinery is about 3 billion dollars a 
year. 
And that is only a fraction of the total price paid by 
businesses and individuals in paper work, time and 
money just to assure Government it edicts are being 
obeyed. 
Sen. Charles H. Percy (Rep.), of Illinois, cites an 
estimate that excessive regulation costs the nation 60 
billion dollars a year — and he is convinced the figure is 
an underestimation. 
Some months ago Change, an authoritative magazine 
on higher education, made a survey of campuses across 
the country. It found the cost to colleges and universities 
of keeping up with federal and State regulations exceeds 
2 billion dollars annually — “or more than all voluntary 
contributions by citizens to the college of their choice.” 
A common complaint is that there are so many 
regulatory agencies that they don’t know what one 
another are doing. Often, they are at cross purposes, 
leaving the harried individual or executive so confused 
he doesn’t know how to stay on the right side of the law. 
Murray L. Weidenbaum, a former Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, has written: 
“No realistic evaluation of government regulation 
comfortably fits the notion of benign and wise officials 
making altogether sensible decisions in the society’s 
greater interests. Instead, we find waste, bias, stupidity, 
concentration on trivia, conflicts among the regulators, 
and, worst of all, arbitrary and uncontrolled power.” 
He cites one of many cases of conflict: 
“The Occupational Safety and Health Act mandates 
back-up alarms on vehicles at construction sites. 
Simultaneously, the agency, to protect employes against 
noise, requires them to wear earplugs that can make it 
extremely difficult to hear the alarms.” 
There is a paradox in all the agitation about 
Government controls. 
Some of the company and union officials who complain 
about red tape and pointless official interference in their 
affairs at the same time want Government to protect 
them from foreign competition. 
Also, an average of 2,500 citizens each month — most of 
whom probably have faulted the Government at times — 
ask the Office of Consumer Affairs in Washington to 
protect them from sellers of shoddy merchandise. 
Thus, the paradox. To many people, Government 
regulation seems to be O.K., so long as it regulates the 
other fellow.

WASHINGTON- 
Courtly, 
capable Rep. Joe Evins, D.- 
Tenn., lives by the philosophy of 
his Smokey Mountain district: 
kinfolk take care of each other, 
other. 
The congressman and his 
cousin, businessman Jam es E. 
Rice, have been taking good 
care of each other, albeit at the 
expense of the taxpayers 
Rice has made a fortune by 
taking advantage of a Small 
B usiness 
A d m in istratio n 
program 
intended to help 
fledgling 
minority 
en­ 
trepreneurs. He ha^been aided 
by the influence of his cousin, 
Rep. Joe, who happens to head 
the 
House 
Amall 
Business 
Committee. 
In return, Rice has helped his 
cousin the congressman. When 
Joe Evins was looking for a 
buyer of his family’s controlling 
stock in the First Central Bank 
of Smithville, Rice came up with 
the purchase price. At the time, 
Rice was vice chairman of he 
bank and Evins was chairman. 
Evins and Rice haven’t kept it 
all in the family. They have 
included Howard Greenberg, 
the former staff director of 
Evins’s committee, in the cozy 
relationship. 
As a former deputy director, 
Greenberg 
knew 
the 
right 
people 
a t 
the 
Small 
Business Administration. 
His 
position as the House Small 
Business staff chief also gave 
him a special influence over 
them. He used his influence time 
and again to help Rice with his 
Small Business problems. 
Our associate, Jack Cloherty 
has 
now 
discovered 
that 
Greenberg has had a $20,000-a- 
year consulting agreement with 
Rice since January. 
Yet 
Greenberg 
didn’t leave 
the 
Small Business Committee until 
the end of March. 
Despite the pressure from 
Capitol Hill, meanwhile, the 
Sm&ll Business Administration 
began taking a closer look at 
Rice’s operations. A confidential 
SBA audit charges, for example, 
that the congressman’s cousin 
“diverted approximately $15,000 
to his personal account that 
belongs to the stockholders of 
Best (Services).” 
Best Services is one of several 


"minority” firms which Rice 
has sponsored. These firms are 
able to gain nonbid contracts 
with the armed services for 
kitchen and janitorial duties 
because 
of 
their 
“ disad­ 
vantaged” status. 
The same SBA audit disclosed 
that Best Services, controlled by 
Rice, made a net profit of 
$886,336 handling KP at Fort 
Benning, Ga., for 17 months. 
And this whopping profit didn’t 
include another $244,487 con­ 
sultant’s fee, which Best paid its 
“sponsoring” firm, Worldwide 
Services. 
Rice also controls 
Worldwide Services. 
This 
sponsoring 
a r­ 
rangement was intended by 
SBA to help minority firms get 
off the ground. The Big Brother 
firms were supposed to provide 
some 
working 
capital 
and 
management expertise. Then, in 
the 
spirit 
of giving 
minor 
minority businessmen a break, 
the nonminority firms were 
supposed to bow out when the 
new businesses got rolling. 
Instead, 
Rice 
used 
the 
program 
to set up minority 
fronts with the real control 
remaining in his hands. This 
became an all too common 
practice under the setup. 
The 
G eneral 
Accounting 
Office found that the sponsoring 
firms simply 
"used former 
empoloyes as stockholders and 
officers” of the sham minority 
firms and then provided goods 
and services to the new firms for 
a fancy fee. Many sponsoring 
companies also held up to 49 per 
cent of the stock in the 
new 
businesses. 
Yet even this understates the 
extent to which the sponsors 
pulled the operating strings. 
Many sponsors, including Rice, 
exercised far more control over 
their “minority” firms than the 
paperwork shows. 
The 
GAO 
interviewed 
23 
“minority” firm presidents and 
found that many “lacked even a 
basic understanding of routine 
business matters and were not 
aware of very important mat­ 
ters 
specific 
to 
their 
own 
businesses.” 
For example, GAO found that 
“one disadvantaged secretary- 
treasurer 
signed 
corporate 
documents and checks with an 
‘X’. He stated that, as air officer 
of the firm, he cleaned up 
around the office.” 
When SBA officials tried to

And this was after 
rate irfcreases of recent years. 
Though its price must rise, 
electric power in the U.S., in 
terms of its cost and the value of 
the services it performs, is 
likely to remain a bargain by 
any fair comparative standard 
for a long tilhe to come.

revise the rules to give the 
genuine minority businessmen

Rice's Worldwide Services, 
as the sponsoring firm, siphoned 
off huge management fees from 
these operations. These usually 
amounted, GAO found, to about 
15 per cent of the firm’s gross 
incomes. In addition, as part 
owner, Rice would get a cut of 
the profits that the “minority” 
firms earned. 
The SBA rules require that 
any firm exceeding a limited 
“size standard” would lose its 
right to small business con­ 
tracts. This posed a problem foi 
Rice, whose firms kept reaching 
the upper limits of the size 
standard. 
Enter Rep. Evins and Howard 
Greenberg again. “Every time 
one of Rice’s firms approached 
the size standard limit,” a 
former SBA official told us, 
“Greenberg would come in and 
fight to have it raised. ” 
This may help explain why the 
small business size standard has 
been raised several times since 
1970. 
The SBA is now taking steps to 
m onitor 
the 
sponsors 
of 
m inority 
businessm en, 
in­ 
cluding the congressm an’s 
cousin. With Evins retiring from 
Congress this year, Rice will 
also lose some of his influence. 
But he still stands to make 
millions, our sources say, when 
he divests his “minority” firms. 
All in all, he has done rather 
well with the help of his kinfolk. 
The losers are the taxpayers - 
and 
the 
disadvantaged 
businessmen who were sup­ 
posed to get the benefits that 
Rice obtained. 
Footnote: Rice and Greenberg 
refused to talk with us. Rep. 
Evins claimed he helped Rice 
not as a relative, but as a con­ 
stituent and small businessman 
only.

Record Assets: Are bankers, 
investors, big land operators 
WASHINGTON- There’s a 
world glut of anti-American 
oratory, especially in chi-chi 
Socialist and class-mongering 
Communist circles in Europe. 
They titillate themselves with 
tea-time tales of proletarian 
Oppression in America. 
They rarely permit facts to 
get in the way of their dialectics. 
They might be startled to learn 
that the United Mine Workers of 
America 
(UMWA) 
has just 
released some balance sheets 
proving it to be one of the 
world’s richest unions In the 
words of its secretary-treasurer, 
Harry Patrick, “the UMWA’s 
real value today is at least $85 
million.” 
It would certainly shock the 
Socialists and Muscovite-type 
Communists who run the British 
National Union of Miners to 
learn 
that 
their 
American 
counterparts also are among the 
top U.S. bankers. 
The American coaldiggers’ 
union owns the National Bank of 
Washington. Three years ago 
the UMWA was offered $32 
million for its interest in the 
bank. Today this interest is 
worth over $50 million. This 
touch of finance capitalism 
hasn’t made American miners 
docile. They wildcat. They whip 
up strikes which send anywhere 
from 5,000 to 80,000 coaldiggers 
spurting from the pits. But they 
do work hard for their capitalist 
dollars and provide a handsome 
wage for themselves and a good 
profit for America’s coal, iron 
and steel coprorations. 
These industries are privately 
owned - and they do function. 
But their British counterparts 
are nationalized, creaky and so 
laden with losses under that 
mini-socialism of theirs that the 
United Kingdom’s miners can’t 
earn a real living. 
The American miners’ union, 
under 
its 
president 
Arnold 
Miller, does more than banking. 
For example, it owns a chunk of 
the Rocky Mountain Fuel Corp. 
which has extensive 
western 
coal lands worth millions. 
And if this profile of trade- 
union wealth in the much abused 
U.S. isn’t enough for those who 
led the howling squads at the 
Nairobi, 
Kenya, 
World 
Economic Conference, there are 
the American Teamsters. This 
international 
brotherhood 
doesn’t do so badly. 
Its net worth last Jan. 1 came 
to almost $121 million. Its dues 
take-in ran to almost $50 million 
in 1975. It would shock the old 
Minneapolis Trotskyites (who 
educated the late Jimmy Hoffa) 
to learn that the International 


Brotherhood 
of 
Team sters 
holds $24.6 million in corporate 
bonds; 
$31 
million in 
U.S. 
Government Agency Securities; 
and $11.9 million worth of U.S. 
Treasury paper. 
It owns aircraft worth $5 
million las do several other 
unions); employs four pilots, 
one $10,000-a-year barber £thd 
two French chefs 
It might interest Europe’s 
radical milieu to know that the 
Teamsters are led by a former 
bus driver, Frank Fitzsimmons, 
apd Arnold Miller, the miners' 
president, came out of the coal 
pits. 
The Team sters’ “land and 
holdings” are worth over $12.4 
million. The miners’ historic 
headquarters here can bring 
almost $2 million. This vested 
interest in American real esate, 
banking, securities trading and 
actual corporate management 
hasn’t kept the teamsters or the 
coaldiggers from confrontations 
with their employers. 
The truck drivers and their 
allied dues payers in their 2.3 
million-member union and the 
225,000 mine workers now get 
the world’s highest wages and 
benefits in heir fields. Compare 
this with the trauma which 
struck the United Kingdom the 
other day when the British mine 
union asked for a 30 per cent 
wage increase -- which would 
bring their scale, at the coal 
face, to $183 a week. That would 
be about half what the American 
miner gets in wage and fringes. 
As for Soviet mines, there’s 
considerable evidence that 
much U.S.S.R. coaldigging is 
done by concentration camp and 
prison slave labor. 
Since I’m not writing this in 
arithmetic, I won’t list the many 
other 
m ulti-m illion-dollar 
American unions. Sufficient to 
say th at the United Auto 
Workers strike fund alone earns 
almost $10 million annually in 
interest. 
As for the non-governmental 
old-age security, virtually all of 
which is paid for by America’s 
employers, there’s an untold 
story.

TOO MANY COOKS 
By HOWARD FLIEGER 
People talk about “Big Government” as being a key 
issue in this year’s campaign. But it really isn’t. 
The reason it isn’t is that it takes two sides to make an 
issue, and all presidential aspirants — including the 
incumbent — are against big government. It is almost 
impossible to find anyone these days who argues that 
Americans are not bothered with too much bureaucracy. 
So: No issue. 
The real irritant probably is not only the size of of­ 
ficialdom but the increasing tendency to poke into 
everybody’s business and thus try to fix all the rules for 
our total conduct. 
That’s what gets the dander up. 
We are witnessing an explosive growth in Government 
regulation. It is estimated that there are now nearly 
75,000 Government employes engaged in promulgating 
and enforcing orders. The direct expense to taxpayers of 
supporting this machinery is about 3 billion dollars a 
year. 
And that is only a fraction of the total price paid by 
businesses and individuals in paper work, time and 
money just to assure Government it edicts are being 
obeyed. 
Sen Charles H. Percy (Rep ), of Illinois, cites an 
estimate that excessive regulation costs the nation 60 
billion dollars a year — and he is convinced the figure is 
an underestimation. 
Some months ago Change, an authoritative magazine 
on higher education, made a survey of campuses across 
the country. It found the cost to colleges and universities 
of keeping up with federal and State regulations exceeds 
2 billion dollars annually — “or more than all voluntary 
contributions by citizens to the college of their choice.” 
A common complaint is that there are so many 
regulatory agencies that they don’t know what one 
another are doing Often, they are at cross purposes, 
leaving the harried individual or executive so confused 
he doesn't know how to stay on the right side of the law. 
Murray L Weidenbaum, a former Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, has written: 
"No realistic evaluation of government regulation 
comfortably fits the notion of benign and wise officials 
making altogether sensible decisions in the society’s 
greater interests. Instead, we find waste, bias, stupidity, 
concentration on trivia, conflicts among the regulators, 
and, worst of all, arbitrary and uncontrolled power.” 
He cites one of many cases of conflict: 
“The Occupational Safety and Health Act mandates 
back-up alarms on vehicles at construction sites. 
Simultaneously, the agency, to protect employes against 
noise, requires them to wear earplugs that can make it 
extremely difficult to hear the alarms.” 
There is a paradox in all the agitation about 
Government control s . 
Some of the company and union officials who complain 
about red tape and pointless official interference in their 
affairs at the same time want Government to protect 
them from foreign competition. 
Also, an average of 2,500 citizens each month — most of 
whom probably have faulted the Government at times — 
ask the Office of Consumer Affairs in Washington to 
protect them from sellers of shoddy merchandise. 
Thus, the paradox. To many people. Government 
regulation seems to be O.K.. so long as it regulates the 
other fellow. 
But is it? Two centuries ago, in his “Wealth of 
Nations,” Adam Smith wrote: 
“The statesman, who should attempt to direct private 
people in what manner they ought to employ their 
capitals, would ... assume an authority which could 
safely be trusted,not only to no single person, but to no 
council or senate whatever ...” 
At about the same time, Thomas Jefferson observed 
that, 
historically, as government grows, freedom 
recedes.

FDA will not lift 
cyclamate ban 


Area P.E.O. chapters 
to host convention 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government has written what 
may be the final chapter in the 
bittersweet saga of cyclamate, 
the sugar substitute discovered 
by accident in 1937, consumed 
by millions of calorie-conscious 
Americans and banned as a po­ 
tential health hazard in 1969. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration announced late Tuesday 
that it will not lift its cycla­ 
mate ban because of "grave 
questions" about the risk to hu­ 
mans of cancer, genetic dam­ 
age and reproductive injury. 
Commissioner Alexander M. 
Schmidt said he knew many 
people “would be willing to as­ 
sume a reasonable risk," but 
concluded that "FDA must 
base its approval on an assur­ 
ance that general availability 
of cyclamate for everyday use 
by anyone would be safe. I can­ 
not give that assurance, and 
thus cannot approve its use at 
this time." 
Schmidt asked Abbott Labo­ 
ratories of North Chicago, 111., 
to withdraw its 1973 petition 
seeking approval of cyclamate. 
Otherwise, his letter said, the 
FDA will formally deny the re­ 
quest Qi 30 days. 
Abbott vice president Richard 
W. K as person said no decision 
had been made on withdrawing 
the petition. It could be resub­ 
mitted if new evidence were 
presented, or the firm could 
seek a 
new administrative 
hearing, which might be a pre­ 
lude to a federal court contest. 
"If we withdraw the peti­ 
tion,” he said, "I would assume 
that would be the end of it. It’s 
certainly a disappointment." 


Cyclamate was discovered in 
1937 by Michael Sveda, then a 
chemistry student at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois who noted a 
sweet taste in a cigarette he 
accidently put down in a chem­ 
ical compound. 
Dozens of studies, the first in 
1951, have failed to come up 
with a certain answer on 
whether cyclamate does pose a 
cancer risk. 
At the FDA’s request, the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute assem­ 
bled a- committee of scientists 
to take a fresh look at the stud­ 
ies, but the panel reported in 
February that safety questions 
can’t be answered. 
Present evidence "does not 
establish the carcinogenicity 
(cancer-causing potential) of 
cyclamate ... in experimental 
animals," the scientists said, 
but “no conclusion could be 
reached concerning the ques­ 
tion of cyclamate’s potential 
carcinogenicity in humans." 
Schmidt said "grave ques­ 
tions remain as to its cancer- 
causing 
potential 
in 
ex­ 
perimental animal tests and, by 
inference, in man.” He cited 
studies suggesting that cycla­ 
mate may cause genetic dam­ 
age when used at levels “not 
far in excess of that possible in 
ordinary consumption," as well 
as birth defects and reproduc­ 
tive damage. 
While safe levels of cycla­ 
mate intake might be possible 
for humans, they would be so 
loW "that only very restricted 
use could be envisioned, and 
the safety margin would be in 
sufficient to allow general use 
of cyclamate in manufactured 
foods such as soft drinks.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government has written what 
may be the final chapter in the 
bittersweet saga of cyclamate, 
the sugar substitute discovered 
by accident in 1937, consumed 
by millions of calorie-conscious 
Americans and banned as a po­ 
tential health hazard in I960 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration announced late Tuesday 
that it will not lift its cycla­ 
mate ban because of “grave 
questions’’ about the risk to hu­ 
mans of cancer, genetic dam­ 
age and reproductive injury. 
Commissioner Alexander M. 
Schmidt said he knew many 
people “would be willing to as­ 
sume a reasonable risk,” but 
concluded 
that 
“FDA 
must 
base its approval on an assur­ 
ance that general availability 
of cyclamate for everyday use 
by anyone would be safe. 1 can­ 
not give that assurance, and 
thus cannot approve its use at 
this time.” 


Schmidt asked Abbott Labo­ 
ratories of North Chicago, 111., 
to withdraw its 1973 petition 
seeking approval of cyclamate. 
Otherwise, his letter said, the 
FDA will formally deny the re­ 
quest in 30 days. 
Abbott vice president Richard 
W. Kasperson said no decision 
had been made on withdrawing 
the petition It could be resub­ 
mitted if new evidence were 
presented, or the firm could 
seek 
a 
new 
administrative 
hearing, which might be a pre­ 
lude to a federal court contest. 
“ If we withdraw the peti­ 
tion,” he said, “I would assume 
that would be the end of it. It’s 
certainly a disappointment.” 


Cyclamate was discovered in 
1937 by Michael Sveda, then a 
chemistry student at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois who noted a 
sweet taste in a cigarette he 
accidently put down In a chem­ 
ical compound. 
Dozens of studies, the first in 
1951, have failed to come up 
with 
a 
certain 
answer 
on 
whether cyclamate does pose a 
cancer risk. 
At the FDA’s request, the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute assem­ 
bled a committee of scientists 
to take a fresh look at the stud 
ies, but the panel reported in 
February that safety questions 
can’t be answered. 
Present evidence "does not 
establish 
the 
carcinogenicity 
(cancer-causing 
potential) 
of 
cyclamate ... in experimental 
animals,” the scientists said, 
but “no conclusion could be 
reached concerning the ques 
tion of cyclamate’s potential 
carcinogenicity in humans.” 
Schmidt said "grave ques­ 
tions remain as to its cancer- 
causing 
potential 
in 
ex­ 
perimental animal tests and, by 
inference, in man." He cited 
studies suggesting that cycla­ 
mate may cause genetic dam­ 
age when used at levels “not 
far in excess of that possible in 
ordinary consumption," as well 
as birth defects and reproduc­ 
tive damage. 
While safe levels of cycla­ 
mate intake might be possible 
for humans, they would be so 
low “that only very restricted 
use could be envisioned, and 
the safety margin would be in 
sufficient to allow general use 
of cyclamate in manufactured 
foods such as soft drinks.

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Insulin 
may cause 
blindness

(A P )-Re­ 
searchers say the insulin that 
has saved millions of diabetics 
from death may actually cause 
one of the disease’s most ra­ 
vaging after-effects — blind* 
ness. 
The first indications that in­ 
sulin 
may be a 
two-edged 
sword came in results of stud’ 
ies with rhesus monkeys. Test 
results were announced here 
Sunday by researchers at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. 
“ The results of our study 
raise important questions con* 
cerning whether insulin, apart 
from its ability to. prolong life, 
may contribute to the develop­ 
ment of diabetic proliferative 
ocular (eye) disease,” said Dr. 
Alan L. Shabo. 
Proliferative 
diabetic 
reti­ 
nopathy is a disease seen in 
various stages in the majority 
of diabetics. As it progresses, 
the disease can result in bleed­ 
ing inside the eyeball, detached 
retinas and other complications 
that can severely hamper vi­ 
sion. 
Shabo and other eye special­ 
ists told a science writers’ sem­ 
inar sponsored by Research to 
Prevent Blindness Inc. (RPB) 
that insulin has done diabetics 
much more good than possible 
harm. 
If further research definitely 
links insulin and eye disease, 
that would give clues to the 
process bringing on the ailment 
and could lead to discovery of 
ways to reverse or block the 
disease, they said. 
Diabetes 
is a disease in 
which the body’s ability to bum 
up sugar is hampered because 
the pancreas does not produce 
enough insulin. The condition is 
controlled through substituting 
insulin from animals, mainly 
cows, or through weight control 
and diet. 
RPB, a foundation supporting 
eye research, says statistics 
show some 10 million Ameri­ 
cans have diabetes — half of 
these cases undiagnosed. 
Among persons with diabetes 
for more than 11 years, figures 
show the eye disease present in 
various stages in 64 per cent. 
For those with diabetes for 15 
to 20 years, more than 90 per 
cent have eye disease. 
Shabo said monkeys were 
made allergic to insulin so their 
bodies’ defense systems reacted 
to it. When insulin was injected 
into the eyeballs of the “ sensi­ 
tized" monkeys, he said, they 
developed eye disease “ with 
many features similar to those 
of diabetic patients.” 
In 1930, when animal insulin 
was not in wide use, new cases 
of diabetes blindness were less 
than 1 per cent of the national 
total, he said. But it now ac­ 
counts for more than 15 per 
cent of new cases. 
Life ex pectancy for diabetics 
improved dramatically with in­ 
sulin therapy, Shabo said, i nd 
“ it is often asserted that I his 
increased longevity accou its 
for the increasing incidence’ of 
the eye disease. 
The new findings cast dojibt 
on this ex planation, he said. [

Sunday by researchers at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. 
“ The results of our study 
raise important questions con­ 
cerning whether insulin, apart 
from its ability to prolong life, 
may contribute to the develop­ 
ment of diabetic proliferative 
ocular (eye) disease," said Dr 
Alan L. Shabo. 
Proliferative 
diabetic 
reti­ 
nopathy is a disease seen in 
various stages in the m ajority 
of diabetics. As it progresses, 
the disease can result in bleed­ 
ing inside the eyeball, detached 
retinas and other complications 
that can severely hamper vi­ 
sion 
Shabo and other eye special­ 
ists told a science w riters' sem­ 
inar sponsored by Research to 
Prevent Blindness Inc. (R P B ) 
that insulin has done diabetics 
much more good than possible 
harm. 
If further research definitely 
links insulin and eye disease, 
that would give clues to the 
process bringing on the ailment 
and could lead to discovery of 
ways to reverse or block the 
disease, they said. 
Diabetes 
is

in 
which the body's ability to bum 
up sugar is hampered because 
the pancreas does not produce 
enough insulin. The condition is 
controlled through substituting 
insulin from animals, mainly 
cows, or through weight control 
and diet 
R PB . a foundation supporting 
eye research, says statistics 
show some 10 million Am eri­ 
cans have diabetes — half of 
these cases undiagnosed 
Among persons with diabetes 
for more than 11 years, figures 
show the eye disease present in 
various stages in 64 per cent. 
For those with diabetes for 15 
to 20 years, more than 90 per 
cent have eye disease 
Shabo said monkeys were 
made allergic to insulin so their 
bodies' defense systems reacted 
to it. When insulin was injected 
into the eyeballs of the “ sensi­ 
tized" monkeys, he said, they 
developed eye disease "w ith 
many features sim ilar to those 
of diabetic patients " 
In 1930, when animal insulin 
was not in wide use, new cases 
of diabetes blindness were less 
than 1 per cent of the national 
total, he said 
But it now ac­ 
counts for more than 15 per 
cent of new cases. 
Life expectancy for diabetics 
improved dram atically with in­ 
sulin therapy. Shabo said, and

Union discrimination 
found widespread 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission 
said today that widespread ra­ 
cial and sex discrimination pre­ 
vails throughout the nation’s 
building trades and trucking 
unions. 
Despite 
numerous 
federal 
laws, court decisions and gov­ 
ernment programs, these un­ 
ions “continue to restrict the 
employment opportunities of 
minorities and women,” the 
commission said in a 291-page 
report issued today. 
The commission said the dis­ 
crimination “ is less frequently 
caused by clear intent than it 
was a decade ago and more by 
apparently neutral, but still dis­ 
criminatory, institutional prac­ 
tices.” 
The report contained 15 rec­ 
ommendations 
for 
strength­ 
ening federal employment op­ 
portunity programs, inclding 
one that would require unions 
that have agreements with fed­ 
eral construction contractors to 
set goals and timetables for the 
hiring of minorities and wom­ 
en. 
Another recommends that the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion require regulated trucking 
firms to submit affirmative ac­ 
tion programs with goals and 
timetables for hiring and pro­ 
moting minority and female 
workers. 
Federal 
licenses 
would be revoked for noncom­ 
pliance. 
The report focused on the so- 
zalled referral unions, such as 


those in the construction and 
trucking industries that refer 
workers directly to employers 
through such means as hiring 
halls. 
It said discrimination is ex­ 
ercised through union practices 
related to membership rules, 
recruitment methods, limita­ 
tions on membership size, re­ 
ferral eligibility, and appren­ 
ticeship 
requirements, 
in­ 
cluding restrictions on age, 
education and experience. 
Government figures, the re­ 
port said, indicate minorities 
account for 9.3 per cent of the 
membership 
of 15 national 
building trades unions. But it 
said the percentage of minor­ 
ities who are actually journey­ 
men engaged in construction 
work could be under 5.5 per 
cent. 
Women, it said, are a rarity 
on construction work, account­ 
ing for less than 1 per cent of 
all unionized construction work­ 
ers. 
Robert A. Georgine, president 
of the AFL-CIO Building and 
Construction Trades Depart­ 
ment, called the findings in­ 
accurate and said blacks make 
up 19 per cent of construction 
union apprentices. 
But, he said in a statement, 
many apprentices, both black 
and white, have not been able 
to put time in on a job because 
of “the tremendous unemploy­ 
ment situation in the construc­ 
tion industry, which has been in 
double-digit figures for the past 
23 months.”

Beating summer heat 
might be confusing 


Consumers trying to get a 
head start on beating the sum­ 
mer heat may find themselves 
caught in a maze of confusing 
terms and conflicting claims 
when shopping for an air condi­ 
tioner. 
How big a unit should you 
buy? Which one uses the least 
energy? How much will it cost 
to operate? 
Manufacturers generally sug­ 
gest asking the dealer, who 
then checks a cooling guide. 
But consumers can do their 
own checking with the help of a 
free pamphlet i^om the Nation­ 
al Bureau of Standards. 
Air conditioning cooling abili­ 
ty is measured by BTUs — 
British Thermal Units. This 
rating indicates the amount of 
heat an air conditioner will re­ 
move from a room each hour. 
There is no firm rule telling 
you how many BTUs you will 
need for a particular area. 
In addition to room size, you 
have to take into account the 
place where you live, 
the 
amount of sun, the number of 
people who use the room, the 
location of the area to be 
cooled in relation to other air- 
conditioned rooms and the type 
of room involved. 
The Bureau of Standards 
booklet gives step-by-step direc­ 
tions on choosing an air condi­ 
tioner. 
Charts explain 
how 
many BTUs to add or subtract 
for different factors. Here’s 
how the system works: 
Suppose you live in Dallas 
and want to cool a 12-by-15 
kitchen-dining area. That’s 180 
square feet erf flow space. A 
chart in the booklet shows that 
the unadjusted amount of cool­ 
ing needed for this area is 4,700 
BTUs an hour. 
Next look at the “climate fac­ 
tor*’ for Dallas. It’s 1.05, in­ 
dicating that Dallas is warmer 
than average. Multiply the 4,700 
by 1.05 to get 4,935 BTUs an 
hour. 
For every foot of wall that 
adjoins another cooled room, 
you subtract 30 BTUs. Assume 
the 15-foot wall is next to the 
cooled room and subtract 450 
BTUs, bringing the amount of 
cooling you will need down to 


4,485 BTUs an hour. 
How many people will use th 
room? If fewer than two wi 
use it, subtract 600. More tha 
two? Add 600 BTUs for ever 
additional person. In this casi 
since the kitchen probably wi 
be used by only one person dui 
ing peak cooking periods, sut 
tract the 600 BTUs. Finally 
since the room is a kitcher 
add 4,000 BTUs. The tote 
amount of cooling you need i 
7,885 BTUs an hour so yo 
should look for models provic 
ing between 7,500 and 8,50 
BTUs. 
Once you have decided wha 
size air conditioner you warn 
you should compare models t 
see which gives you the greai 
est amount of cooling for th 
least energy. 
Most manufacturers of roor 
air conditioners participate in 
voluntary labeling program di 
veloped 
by 
the Bureau c 
Standards to provide a guide t 
energy efficiency. New labelin 
standards, required by law, ar 
in the works, but will not b 
ready until next year. 
The existing labels — th 
ones you can expect to see thi 
summer — use a concep 
known as the Energy Efficien 
cy Ratio or EER. It tells ho\ 
much cooling you get for ever; 
watt of electricity you use. Th 
EER is obtained by dividinj 
the number of BTUs by th 
number of watts. 
Suppose, for example, an ai 
conditioner has a capacity of 6, 
000 BTUs and takes 820 watt 
to operate. The EER is 7.3. Th< 
higher the EER, the more ei 
ficient the model. 
The energy guide label devel 
oped by the Bureau of Stand 
ards includes the EER for thi 
model in question, as well a: 
the number of BTUs and watts 
It also includes the range oi 
EERs for similar models. 
The bureau’s booklet on pick 
ing the best air conditioner anc 
determining approximate oper­ 
ating costs is called, “Energy 
Efficiency in Room Air Condi­ 
tioners.” It is available, free ol 
charge, by writing Consumer 
Product Information Center, 
Pueblo, Colo., 81009.

Union discrimination 
found widespread 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. Civil Rights Commission 
said today that widespread ra­ 
cial and sex discrimination pre­ 
vails throughout the nation’s 
building trades and trucking 
unions. 


Despite 
numerous 
federal 
laws, court decisions and gov­ 
ernment programs, these un­ 
ions “ continue to restrict the 
employment 
opportunities of 
minorities and women,” the 
commission said in a 291-page 
report issued today. 
The commission said the dis­ 
crimination “ is less frequently 
caused by clear intent than it 
was a decade ago and more by 
apparently neutral, but still dis­ 
criminatory, institutional prac­ 
tices." 
The report contained 15 rec­ 
ommendations 
for 
strength­ 
ening federal employment op­ 
portunity programs, 
inclding 
one that would require unions 
that have agreements with fed­ 
eral construction contractors to 
set goals and timetables for the 
hiring of minorities and wom­ 
en. 
Another recommends that the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion require regulated trucking 
firms to submit affirmative ac­ 
tion programs with goals and 
timetables for hiring and pro­ 
moting minority and female 
workers. 
Federal 
licenses 
would be revoked for noncom- 
pliance. 
The report focused on the so- 
railed referral unions, such as 


those in the construction and 
trucking industries that refer 
workers directly to employers 
through such means as hiring 
halls. 
It said discrimination is ex­ 
ercised through union practices 
related to membership rules, 
recruitment methods, 
limita­ 
tions on membership size, re­ 
ferral eligibility, and appren­ 
ticeship 
requirements, 
in­ 
cluding 
restrictions 
on 
age, 
education and experience. 
Government figures, the re­ 
port said, indicate minorities 
account for 9.3 per cent of the 
membership 
of 
15 
national 
building trades unions. But it 
said the percentage of minor­ 
ities who are actually journey­ 
men engaged in construction 
work could be under 5.5 per 
cent. 
Women, it said, are a rarity 
on construction work, account­ 
ing for less than 1 per cent of 
all unionized construction work­ 
ers. 
Robert A Georgine, president 
of the AFL-CIO Building and 
Construction 
Trades 
Depart­ 
ment, called the findings in­ 
accurate and said blacks make 
up 19 per cent of construction 
union apprentices. 
But, he said in a statement, 
many apprentices, both black 
and white, have not been able 
to put time in on a job because 
of "the tremendous unemploy­ 
ment situation in the construc­ 
tion industry, which has been in 
double-digit figures for the past

have to take into account the

people who use the room, the 
location of the area to be 
cooled in relation to other air- 
conditioned rooms and the type 
of room involved.

Charts 
explain

many BTUs to add or subtract 
for different factors 
Here's 
how the system works 
Suppose you live in Dallas 
and want to cool a l2-by-15 
kitchen-dining area That’s 180 
square feet of floor space. A 
chart in the booklet shows that 
the unadjusted amount of cool­ 
ing needed for this area is 4,700 
BTUs an hour 
Next look at the "climate fac­ 
tor" for Dallas. It's 1.05, in­ 
dicating that Dallas is warmer 
than average Multiply the 4,700 
by 1.06 to get 4,935 BTUs an 
hour 
For every foot of wall that 
adjoins another cooled room, 
you subtract 30 BTUs. Assume 
the 15-foot wall is next to the 
cooled room and subtract 450 
BTUs, bringing the amount of 
cooling you will need down to
